The River Jordan.

There are four ohl fonls of the .lor- 
dan. .\t one of tln-M*- on the Mon^lay 
before tluster the pilgrims of the lireek 
church, often thousands in niimlter, 
wbo have come down from Jerusalem 
escorted by Tnrktaih soldiers, perform 
the well known ceremony of bathioK in 
the sacred stream. A abort distance be- 
low this Is tbe point wbers tbe river 
kwes Itself hi the lifeless waters of the 
Dead sea.

*A aenaatlon haa been caused by the 
pabHoatlon at the ofllcial report of the 
commission of the inquiry Into the 
treatment of prisoners of w.ir by the 
Germans in the southwest African 
campaign, revealing another story uf 
tho shocking treatment of British pris- 
oners and showing a complete lock of 
organization or central eontroL 

"Food rations were coarse and be- 
came .10 InHulliclent that men were re- 
duced te waiting In line to drink tbe 
blood of slaughtered oxen and to boil- 
ing the soft parts of hides to extract 
nourishment. They were scantily clad 
and horshl)- treated, some lieing sent 
on loitc Journeys clad in a tunic, a 
■^linrt bun cloth and sandals and hel- 
met, a spectacle says the reiMirt for 
"women natives who saw them on tbe 
rood." 

The German Sieti. ordered tt|,em 
|ilaced in lron.*« iIurii^L' tlieir transit.
